Twelve tiro in 
tho form of a cross, nnd ono of them is two 
nnd oue-Qfth inches large and three inches 
long ; tbreenro somewhat smaller, and tho 
remaining eight aro of a still less size. Of 
splendidly ornamented round gold buttons 
wore found in all two hundred and sixteen, 
two of which nro two inches in diameter, 
seven nre of tho size of n f> franc piece, and 
two hundred nnd seven fire still smaller. 


All these buttons, the lower part of which 


consists of a bone button in the form of our 
shirt buttons, must have served on tho 
clothes of the deceased, wherens all which 
show below only a flat piece of bouo or 
wood have evidently served to decorate tho 
sheaths of swords, lances, Ac., to wl ich 
they hnd been soldered or otherwise fastened. 
There wero in all found in this tomb twenty 
five two-edged KrDozb swords, sixteen of 
which nre in n perfect state of conservation: 
four of them had hniidli'S plfitnd wif.h fiolrl 
and richly ornamented. 


There were also found with tho swords 


five largo handle buttons;, four of which aro 
of alabaster nnd one of wood; all of them 
are ornamented with golden iittils. Further, 
two golden shoulder-belts, which wore worn 
on tho shoulder across the breast; both are 
four feet long and ono and three-fifths inches 
broad. There wero further found two largo 
golden girdle belts ornamented with circles 
and flowers; ono of them is composed of 
two pieces. There were also found part of 
n similar belt and a child's golden girdle 
belt, only one foot four inches long, and 
two and ono fifth inches broad. 
Further, n 


splendidly ornamented lnrc;e golden handle, 
probably of a sciptro. It terminates in n 
dragon's head, whoso scales seem to bavo 
been imitated by square pieces of rock crys- 
tal, which nro inlaid like mosaic. This is 
an object of marvellous beauty. 


There wore- also found seven largo and ono 


smull golden diadems—one of the former is 
orntunGLted with golden leaves. Allot them 
show splendid ornaments of circles nnd 
spiral lines. Furthor,four golden ornaments 
of the kncnndes (greaves) almost m form of 
n bracelet; ono comb of bono in n largo 
honole, or casing of gold, of tho usual form, 
88 ladies wear itj one onormous, most mag- 
nificently 
ornamented, massive 
golden 


bracelet, weighing ."(JO grammes. In tbo 
centre of the ornamentation of this I racelet 
is soldered a separate piece of gold, repre- 
senting the sun with its rays, Tho size of 
this bracelet is so enormous that t: o por- 
BOII who has worn it must havo hnd gigantic 
arms. It mny have been worn on tho legs. 


Quito in opposition to tho size of tho 


bracelet aro two massive golden seal rings, 
the opening of which is so small that they 
would only fit n child of ton yearn. I there- 
fore suppose that they may have boon used 
os seals only. 
One of the seals represents 


two warriors on a two-wheeled chariot with 
two horses which seem to run at full gallop; 
one of tho warriors is holding n bow in his 
hand nud has just shot nn arrow at a stag. 
Tho stag is wounded, and in anguish turns 
his head. Tho other seal ring represents n 
warrior who has just vanquished his three 
enemies and is in tho act of giving with his 
uplifted sword n lust blow to one of thorn 
wounded and kneeling before him on ono 
knee; the latter tries lo parry tho blow with 
his uplifted hands and with a lance, which 
be holds iu his right hand and seems to throw 
at his opponent. Another seems to bo mor- 
tally wounded, for ho lies mi the ground 
leaning on both his hands. Tho third, who 
alone of all tho four warriors has n helmet 
with a crest on his head, if flying under tho 
cover of an enormous shield which reaches 
from his neck to hia heels: but still ho turns 
hia bead toward his victorious enemy, and 
is iu lha act of throwing a lance at him. 


TUG nnntomy of nil tbo men is so well 


observed, their posture so faithful to na- 
ture, and everything is escorted with HO 
much nrt, that, when I brought to light 
these rings, I involuntarily cxcl>iimed,"Tho 
Author of the 'Iliad' and tho 'O.iy-say' can 
only hnvo been born and educated in n 
civilization which could produce such won- 


or of circles. Further, three, heavy gold 
breastpins, of which ono Iu five and one 
quarter, tho other five, and tho third four 
and ono half inches long. Tho last is 
crowned wilh a ram, tlio t\vo other* with an 
ornament iu shape of a helmet,and tlio headrf 
of all tho three breastpins aro perforated, 
probably to put in a Jlower, 


Tliern wore further found two mai terly 


ornamented objects of tna&sivo gold in the 
form of crosses; also a largo Roldon vase 
weighing ono and seven oifthtbn kilogramrnos; 
it has two handles, ,1 largo foot, and is orna- 
mented with three upper and two lower 
parallel lines, between which is a row of 
fourteen stars: further n largo gohlon vaso 
with one handle and an ornamentation rep- 
resenting seven beautiful flowers: another 
golden vase with two handles; further a 
splendid little golden wnochoc, or wino cup, 
with an ornamentation of spiral lines. Fur- 
ther, six golden drinking cups, one of wl ich 
is a dtpas amphikypcllon 
with'two handles, 


iu each of which is n pigeon, each of the 
two baudlc-s being joined to tho foot by two 
separate golden bhiden. This goblet re- 
minds us of Nestor's goblet, which was also 
ornamented with pigeons (.see 'Hind' XI., 
1)32 (J3S) 
Ono of t o other goblets is orna- 


mented with parallel fluting. 


There were further found two small gold- 


en vpsscls; also eight- silver vases, three of 
which arc admirably conserved; one of the 
other five has Iht- bot'otn and the mouth of 
bronze: below its bottom wore found ono 
hundred of tho aforesiiid golden buttons. I 
further found in this tomb 
thirteen largo 


bronzo vessels. This hind of vessel was m 
high esteem in. the heroic age, and we see 
them continually mentioned by Homer OR 
prizes in tho games. 
I suppose that to 


each htro wero given in the grave the gob- 
lets and other objects which were dear to 
him in his lifetime, having been won by 
him in tbe games, or having been given to 
him by his host as a pledge of hospitality 
aud friendship. Tbero was also found a 
largo quantity of small perforated auiber 
bnlls of necklaces and a bronze or copper 
fork with three teeth, which hr.d probably 
served on tho funeral pyre. 


There wore further found thirty five arrow 


heads of obsidian. Nothing could give n 
belter idea of the great antiquity of these 
tombs than these stone arrow-heads,.for tho 
Iliad seems to know only arrow-head^ 
of bronze (e. g. Iliad XIII., fJiiO and M2 ) 
Probably there hiidul^o buen deposited bows 
and quivers in tho tomb, but they would 
: 


havo been of wood, and would have rotted 
an-ay. To my greatest regret, among the 
thousands of gold ornaments there is not 
even a single sign resembling writing, and 
it therefore appears certain that the sepul- 
chres belong to an epoch which preceded 
the introduction of the Puconician alphabet. 
Hud the latter been known, the Mycenrean 
goldsmiths, whose continual efforts appear 
to havo been uirected to tho invention of a 
new ornamentation, would have been very 
ambitious to show 
tho 
novelty ...of iho 


alphabet. A second proof of the immense 
antiquity of tlie.se tombs is tho entire 
absence of any vestige of either iron or 
glass, or of any pottery made on tho 
potter's wheel. Hut the hand-made pottery 
had reached a high degree of perfection, 
such ns luxs nrv-?r b<?flii nt,(.ninp»l. h<m-> iix 
later times by tho pottery nmile on the 
wheel."

Tho Bnron exnmincd tho coins 
one by one, nnd baring satisfied himself of 
their honesty in quality nnd weight, ho 
slipped them into a canvass bag, aud then 
drew out nnd presented another five-pound 
note. Tho same operation was gone Ihrough 
with ngain, Bavo thnt this lime Iho bnron 
took the trouble lo take a small pair of 
ficnles from his pocket, nnd weigh one of 
tho pieces, for the law gave him thnt right. 
Two—three—Ion- twenty—n hundred—five 
hundred five.pound notos were present- 
ed nnd .cashed.
